Highway Eating 1 Places. 
Highway eating places and service stations along

FOOD AND DRUG INSPECTION 
Eggs. 

Kigg cracking establishments in both northern and 
southern California were inspected during the month. 
Many lots held in storage were examined and in some 
instances eggs unfit for human consumption were 


discovered. Forty-one cases of eggs were quaran- 


tined and destroyed under the supervision of an 
inspector; samples of canned eggs sent to the cold 
storage plant by this concern were taken and sub- 
mitted to the laboratory for examination and analysis. 
Another lot of 63 cases of incubator eggs at another 
plant was quarantined and the dealer was permitted 
to crack and can some for use as fox food after being 
denatured with charcoal. Two individuals charged 
with the storage of egg products unfit for human 
consumption, after numerous delays, entered a plea 
of guilty to violation of the California Cold Storage 
Act. One was fined $500 or 250 days imprisonment 
and the other was fined $250 or 125 days imprison- 
ment. The cases were appealed. 


Olive Oil. 


The prosecution of a salesman charged with selling 
adulterated olive oil was completed. He was sen- 
tenced to 120 days in jail with 20 days suspended, as 
he spent that time in the county jail awaiting call. 
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He was found guilty of an tthitation consivttng 
of a mixture of cotton seed, sesame and olive oils. 
Further investigations are being made in order to pos- 


sibly implicate others in the sale and manufacture of 
this adulterated product. | 


Dried Fruit. 


Routine inspection of fig and dried fruit packers 
in the San Joaquin Valley and southern California 
was continued. Eleven tons of dried fruit previously 


quarantined was disposed of as hog feed during the 
month. 


Liquor Inspections. 


A genuine old-fashioned bootlegger was found dur- 
ing March. Acting on information received, which 
consisted of only a telephone number, two purchases 
were made and the defendant arrested. The cache 
was concealed by a steel door operated by an electric 


lock. The contents revealed a complete bootlegging 


outfit, consisting of labels, bottles, wrappers, corks, 
foil caps, bottling equipment, an electric ‘‘ager,’’ dies 
for wax seals, a supply of aleohol and a supply of 
Spirits in the process of manufacture, also a complete 
assortment of flavors. The auto used to make deliv- 
eries had a stock of finished products ready for 
delivery. 

With the exception of the material involved in the 
arrest of the defendant all of the above, including 
the automobile, was turned over to the U. S. Depart- 
ment of Internal Revenue and has been ‘‘jacketed’’ 
for complete investigation. The case was prepared in 
conjunction with the Board of Equalization and the 
complaint included two counts of sale in violation 
of the Alcohol Beverage Control Act and one count 
of violation of the Pure Foods Act. The defendant is 


at liberty on $1,650 bail. 


Wineries. 


Sixty-nine wineries were inspected and almost half 
a million gallons of substandard wine were quaran- 
tined bringing the total gallonage of wines now in 
quarantine to 640,835. In accordance with its policy 
to salvage wine that has not deteriorated too greatly, 
46,000 gallons of such wines were blended and 
released from quarantine after analysis showed it to 
be up to standard. 117,000 gallons of substandard 
wine were sent to the eiiiaided with the consent of 
the owners. 


Prosecutions. 


Nine cases were prosecuted in the courts during 
March. Verdicts of not guilty were found in three 
cases and in those where convictions were secured, 
fines ranged from $10 to $500. 


No unusual difficulties are 
being encountered in handling these packs. 


Unfit Food Products Destroyed. 


Among the food products destroyed during March 
because of unfitness for human consumption were 
large quantities of beer, wine, chopped meat, dried 
figs, orange juice, raisins and eggs. Such materials 
were destroyed only after every effort had been made 
to salvage them for human consumption and then 
only with the voluntary consent of the owner. 


CANNERY INSPECTION 
Tuna. 


There was a slight decrease in the amount of tuna 
packed during March. This was due to storms at 
sea, Spawning season and location of fishing grounds. — 
A number of large tuna boats are in process of con- 
struction. When all are in service, the tonnage of 
yellowfin tuna should show an increase. Most of 
these new boats are using a chilled-brine system of 
refrigeration which has proven quite successful. 


Olives. 


_ There was considerable activity among olive pack- 
ers during the month; twenty-five were operating 
and turned out a — quality of pack without dif- 
ficulties.

Miscellaneous Food Products. 


The packing of the following food products were 
supervised by this bureau during March: animal food, 
artichokes, beets, broccoli, cabbage, carrots, hominy, 
kidney beans, lima beans, mushrooms, olives, peas, 
peas and carrots, pink beans, pork and beans, red 
beans, specialties, vegetable salad, tuna, sardines, 
mackerel, dog food, and spinach. 


SMALLPOX MORE PREVALENT 


Reports of smallpox cases received during the past 
few weeks indicate an unwarranted increase in the 
numbers of cases of this most easily prevented dis- 
ease. Health officers are urged to provide vaccination 
for all individuals who may not be immune to this 
disease. It is important that vaccination against 
smallpox be made available wherever possible in order 
that the disease may be kept in check throughout the 
State.

A OITIES AND COUNTIES WIN 
HEALTH AWARDS ie 


The American Public Health Association and the 


United States Chamber of Commerce have announced 
the winners in the Inter-Chamber City Health Con- 
servation Contest for 1986. Among all cities of the 
United States having populations between 50,000 and 
100,000 Pasadena won first award for having accom- 
plished the most effective work in dealing with its 
local health problems. Sacramento in the same popu- 
lation group won an award for meritorious achieve- 
ment. Among cities between 250,000 and 500,000, 
Oakland won an award for meritorious achievement, 
Dallas, Texas, winning first place in this population 
group. A special award was given to Palo Alto for 
having twice previously won the contest in its popu- 
lation group and for having, during the past year, 
maintained previous high standards of health achieve- 
ment. 


In the Rural Health Conservation Contest for the 
western division, Los Angeles County won first place 
and an award for meritorious achievement was given 
to San Bernardino County, also to Spokane County, 
Washington. The awards to these counties are based 


upon attainment in public health and particularly on 


advances made during the past year. For contest 
purposes, the United States was divided into six geo- 
graphical divisions and participants, competed only 
in those units within their own district. While prac- 
tically all of the United States was represented in 
this contest, not all eligible full-time units reported 
on their health services. A total of 207 counties or 
districts was enrolled, 47 of which entered the con- 
test for the first time. The populations of the coun- 
ties engaged in the competition represent approxi- 
mately 6 millions of the rural population of the coun- 


try. The services on which rural. communities are 


eraded represent a wide variation. Some of them 
are: safe water supplies; satisfactory and sanitary 
disposal systems for human wastes; ample and well 
protected milk supplies; protection against various 
communicable diseases, particularly for children 
through immunization proceedure; public health nurs- 
ing service for prenatal, infant and preschool groups; 
the control of all forms of communicable or prevent- 
able diseases; participation by physicians and den- 
tists in the general health program; and the general 
educational program for instructing, warning and 
safeguarding the general public. 

In the City Health Contest, the cities throughout 
the United States were divided into six population 


eroups ranging from the largest to the smallest, 
awards being given in each of these groups. In the 


present contest, a total of 257 cities in 43 states, 
Alaska, and the Hawaiian Islands participated. They 
represented a population of about 25 millions—nearly 
half of the total urban population of the country. 
The object of the contest was to raise the level of 
health protection and promotional services in the 
cities of the United States in order that there may be 
less sickness and fewer premature and unnecessary 
deaths. The services upon which each city was graded 
included: the safety and distribution of the public 
water supply; safety and adequacy of sewage dis- 
posal; quality and protection of the milk supply; 


extent to which children are safeguarded against dis- | 


ease from which definite protection is available; the 


effectiveness with which the city provides for the 


health of its school children; accomplishments in con- 
trolling and preventing diseases such as tuberculosis, 
syphilis, gonorrhea; and the extent to which efforts 
have established effective measures to prevent maternal 
and infant deaths. 

The contests for 1936 represent the eighth annual 
consecutive contest in the Inter-Chamber City Health 
Conservation Contest and the third annual Rural 
Health Conservation Contest. 


DR. TERRY APPPOINTED TO THE BOARD 


Governor Merriam has appointed Dr. Roy A. Terry 
of Long Beach as a member of the State Board of 
Public Health to succeed Dr. Gifford L. Sobey of 
Paso Robles whose term expired last year.

to membership on the board. Both of their terms had 
expired and they were were reappointed to succeed 
themselves in office.
